Armual Report of the Library 


1964 was a year of reappraisal for the Wayland Library. The 
survey by Humphrey and McNiff was completed and a preliminary report 
was presented in May. Some changes in policy and administration 
were made by the Board of Trustees. At the time that this report 
was written, the surveyor's final report had not heen received, 


Use of the library and the number of borrowers shows a lagge 
jncrease for the year. For the first time, the total circulation 


of the Nain Library .na Cochituate Branch has exceeded 100,000. In 
order to cope with this larger ciraulation we are about to begin using 
an automatic charging system. New cards are being issued and the 
new system will begin operation on February 1. 


There have been some additions to the furnishings of the Main 


‘Library, including a large round rug in the Reading Room and carneting 


on the stairs and outer edge of the balcony. These have reduced 
noise considerably as well as adding a decorative touch and reducing 
floor maintenance, In September a Docustat machine was installed 
for the use of library patrons. This furnishes photographic copies 
of library or personal materials which anyone may wish to duplicate. 
It has been greatly appreciated and much used since it was installed. 


At the time of school opening in September a major change was 
made in hours of service at the Main Library. It is now onen five 
evening, Monday through Friday from 7 to 9, and every day Monday 
through Saturday from 10 A.M. to 6 P.M. By this change 10 hours 
were added to the weekly schedule. 


We have conthnued the program of visits to the first and second 
grades of tne elementary schools by the Children's Librarian, Several 
story hours were held during the year with excellent attendance. The 
most memorable of these wes the one in Book Week when more than 40 
children arrived for the occasion, Greater cooperation is developing 
between the library and the elementary schools in the area of advance 
notice to the library on class assignments. 


Mrs. Frederic Newton join@éd the staff of the Cochituate Branch 
in March. Mrs. Jane Coffin of Lincoln, a graduate of Simmons 
Library School, began work in the Main Library in September. 


Many gifts of books and periodicals were received during the 
year, Among others, the Wayland Garden Club presented Exotica 3, a 
botanical reference book, and the Ski Club gave us 4% books on skiing. 
The Garden Club provided floral arrangements and holiday decorations 
thost faithfully.

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Renovation, expansion, and increased services 
characterized 1966 at the Wayland Free Public Library. 

We will shortly open our new entrance, with portico, 
curved staircase up to the main floor, and remodeled 
hallway to the children's room. For the first time 
since 1900, adult borrowers will have direct access 
from the parking area to the main floor of the library. 

Renovation of the lower level will nearly double 
the useable space -=- making possible expansion of the 
children's room, relocation of the youth collection to 
the lower level, addition of a staff room and a new room 
for use as an exhibit area or for additional book stacks. 

The Regional Interlibrary Loan Svstem was inaugugzated 
in Ovtober. This arrangement provides Wayland borrowers 
with an opportunity to use larger collections when necessary 
for specialized or out of print books not available in omr 
aipeaaes 

During the year, we increased the availability of 
new books to our borrowers by leasing a revolving 
collection which provides multivle covies of new titles 
Witile they are at the height of their popularity. This

A lending service to nursing homes in Wayland was 
also started during the year with a member of the library 
staff visiting each nursing home once a month to maintain 
a revolving collection. 

Adult circulation increased each month over the’ 
Similar month of the previous year. Renovation of the 
lower level made access to the children's room difficult 
and, on numerous occasions, forced its closing. Our 
children's books, therefore, had more limited use than 
in 1965. 

Programming for children during the year included 
story hours, both at the main library and at the Cochituaate 
Branch, and visits by the children's librarian to the 
schools. When the renovation is completed we plan to 
expand our programming for and services to the children 
of the community.

Dear Mr, Colliton: 


In processing the application for a state grant under Chapter 760 Acts 
of 1960 for the town of Wayland, I have run into a rather serious problem. 


Wayland's form indicates municipal appropriation for the last five years 
as follows: 


1961 26,602.42 1961 Per capita Appropriation: 
1960 OF a ischow $2.54

Now the law states (Section 19A) that "no city or town which appropriates 
for its free public library service in a any one year an amount less than 
$3.00 per capita of population shall receive any money under under this section, 
if such appropriation is below the average of its appropriation for free 


public library service for the four years immediately preceding," 


The municipal appropriation for 1961 appears to have dropped about $13,000. - 
which throws the four year average (1957-1960) below the 1961 appropriation 
figure! Wayland's state grant is $2611.00. It has already appeared on 

the "cherry sheet" as anticipated income from distribution of state income 
tax receipts, 


I am hopeful that possibly the 1960 and 1959 municipal appropriation in- 
cluded amounts for capital outlay or improvements ~ which amounts would 
not necessarily be recurrent and might legitimately be omitted in re- 
porting municipal appropriation (exclusive of amounts appropriated for 
capital outlay) for those years. 


We are having a Board meeting on Wednesday, May 9, 1962 to discuss these 
special problems. May we hear from you before that date on this matter.
